Ongoing program that provided school-based
mental health counseling and psychiatry
services, combined with outreach, education,
and prevention, in 10 Boston Public Schools
in FY21. The goal is to increase access to
mental health services for families, as well as
build connections between schools and
families and de-stigmatize accessing mental
health services. The need for more school-
based mental health services was identified
in our 2018 and 2021 Community Health
Needs Assessments. During the pandemic,
this program continued to operate virtually.

Franciscan Children's developed a series of
nine 1-hr podcast episodes tackling key
topics related to pediatric mental health to
educate the larger community. Each podcast
episode featured at least one expert from
Franciscan's mental health programming
and/or the community providing education
on mental health.The podcast included
cutting edge subjects such as debunking the
myths of suicide, recognizing the warning
signs of suicide and how to intervene, a
parent's perspective on suicide, strategies for
helping children to cope in the pandemic (2
episodes), children and their emotions, how
to cultivate hope, and how to support a
child's mental health crisis, among others.
